WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.— President Peixoto of 775 
Brazil has consented to dismount the guns 
along the bay front in Rio, and Admiral Mel-

Last night the weatner prophets said that 
there was every probability that there would 
de plenty of wind to-day—too much, perhaps 
with rain and a nasty day generally, with 
winds varying from southeast to southwest. 
It rained all night. This morning, however, 
atso’clock the weather indications about 
Bay Ridge and Staten Island are for a clear 
Gay with little wind. A foggy haze hangs 
over the bay and rivers, and the neighbor- 
hood generally is under a cloud of moisture. 

But the weather prophet says there is plenty 
of wind coming. 
VALKYRIE ALL RIGHT. 

The good showing made by the Valkyrie on 
Thursday when the drifting match she en- 
gaged in with the Vigilant landed her about 
three-quarters of amile ahead, as near as 
could be judged.inthe fog, when the race 
was declared off owing to the fact that 
neither yacht could finish within the speci- 
fied time of six hours, gained additional 
friends for her and increased the interest 
taken in the international cup contest. The 
average landsman admits that there are ab- 
solutely no flies on the British yacht, and it 

admitted that the contest will be a good 

a grand one, perhaps, and that the Vig- 
fant will win in the long run. 

Thus it wasthat the early morning hours 
in this city, in spite of last night’s rain and 
to-day’s mistagain saw from 20,000 to 30,000 
people, if not more, hastening to the 
hundreds of excursion craft, large and small, 
which were prepared, at so much per head 
to give the enterprising citizenon yachting 
bent a day of life on the ocean blue, with 
accompaniments of frothy beer and cast- 
iron sandwiches at starvation prices.

VAKYRIE FIRST OVER THE LUINB. 


The preparatory gun was fired at 11:16 
o’clock. Both yachts were standing in shore 
on starboard tack, Vigilant to landward. 
Both came about at the same time on 
the port tack. The Vigilant moved 
about and coming up into the 
wind went around once more and fellin 
astern ofthe Valkyrie. The English yacht 
immediately tacked’ and the spectators 
breathlessly watched the game skim de. 
tween the boats. The Vigilant pulled up and 
the Valkyrie passed across her bow. The 
Vigilant let out her balloon jib in fine style 
and fell away just astern of the Valkyrie. In 
this manner the yachts crossed the line at 
11:21 0’clock. Both had spinnakers to the

Valkyrie began to pull 

ahead of the Vigilant, both yachts going dead 

before the wind. The breeze was falling and 

the salls of neither boat were kept full. The 

Vigilant might possibly have followed the 

Valkyrie and blanketed her, but the Vigilant 

headed tothe eastward and gave her oppo- 
nent what wind was astir. ; 

LET THE EAGLE SCREAM. 

Half an hour after the start the yachts were 

half a mile apart, but drawing closer to- 


gether, Vigilant heading down towards Val- 


kyrie. 
At 12:22 o’clock both yachts were headed to 


the southward and Vigilant, moving swift 
and true asa bird in flight, passed Valkyrie 


as though she were anchored. She sped 
away from the Britisherand opened up a 
clear length of 100 yards before the crowds 
on the Highlands let themselves out. In 
the space. of fifteen minutes Vigilant 
not only overcame Valkyrie’s lead, but hada 
better lead than Dunraven’s yacht had at the 
start. Unless Valkyrie can do better on the 
wind than ranning her chances of winning 
are small, Both boats were moving between 
six and seven knots an hour. 

At 12:87 o’clock both boats were about half 
way over the course, sailing east- southeast, 
the Vigilant gaining wonderfully and fully 
halfa mile ahead. The pilots along the 
Highlands began computing that the Ameri- 
can would beat Valkyrie to the stake-boat by 
eight minutes and perhaps more. 

At 12:48 the Long Branch Life-saving Sta- 
tion reported Vigilant to be leading by over 
a mile. After passing the statian Valkyrie 
set herspinnaker. She was seven minutes 
behind and losing ground. 

Atlo’clock the sun was striking full on 
main sails of the racers. Both cutters were 
running before the wind. The Valkyrie 
seemed to be holding herown, but the Vig- 
llant was far ahead. Ihe sea captains con- 
cede the race to the Vigilant unless some 
thihg unforeseen turns up. 

On account of the wind and fog it is impos- 
sible to get the exact moment of the start, 
but the boats do not cover the distance as it 
was thought they would. To-day’s race 
afterall may not be finished much before 5 
o’clock. The wind ts barely so fresh as at the 
start, but if the Vigilant can cover the dis- 
tance she seems certain of victory. 

Vigilant turned atthe stake at1:50%. She 
turned stakeboat heading to windward on 
starboard tack. The boats passed each 
other, Vigilant beating to windward, while 
Vaikyrie was bound to the frst turn. 

At 1:59½ Valkyrie turned, the difference be- 
tween them being about eight minutes. 

At 2:17 o’clock the yachts were coming 
back on port tack, Vigilant maintaining her 
lead and outpointing Valkyrie. 


VALKYRIE HOPELETSLY BEATEN. 

At 2:35 p. m. the Vigilant was blockinga 
procession of pleasure craftand the Valky- 
rie was atthe tall of it. There was more 
than a mile between them. Both were still 
on the same tack. 

The Vigilant kept on increasing her lead 
rapidly, and was two miles ahead of the 
Britisher an hour after turning the stake. 
The Valkyrie is hopelessly beaten. 

ALL OVER BUT THE SHOUTING. 

At 2:50 p. m. both vessels had balloon jibs 
set, and were coming in on the port tack. 
They were heading up weil for the mark, and 
were only ten miles from home. 

The Vigilant was standing off stiff as a post 
and slipping through the water as easily and 
gracefully as a swan. The crowd below 
the tower had already began to toot 
horns in anticipation of the Vigilant’s vic- 
tory. The wind backed a littie to the west- 
ward, which enabled both vessels to 
tack up nearly to the mark. The 
Vigilant had a stretch of clear 
water between her and the excursion 
steamers, while the Valkyrie was surrounded 
by them. 

THE RACE IS OURS. 

Vigtiant crossed the line at 8:82:30 p. m. 
amid 8 deafening din of cheers, hooting 
and screeching of steam - whistles. 
The crowd on the Highlands 
have gone mad with excitement. The 
American yacht is meeting with a grand re-

The Vigilant won easily, but the Val- 
kyrie is not nearly so badly beaten as her po- 
sition an bour ago would indicate.

SENATOR MAN DERSON’S PREDICTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.—Senator 
Manderson authorizes the statement 
that it is the opinion that

the senate next week will result either in a 
com promise or an adjournment of Congress. 
The ninth week of the extraordinary ses- 
sion of Congress and the sixth week ofthe 
Senate debate on the silver purchase repeal 
bill closes to-day, leaving it still as uncertain 
as ever when the bill willcome toa decisive 
vote. a — of the situation in the sen- 
ate is thus described by one of its members: 
There are seven Republican Senators— 
Messrs. Teller, Wolcott, Jones of Nevada, 
Mitchell, Dubois, Pettigrew and Power—who 
are for silver, opposed not only to the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman law, 
but to any compromise which would not pro- 
vide for silver at least as liberally as that 
law. There are four Republicans opposed to 
repeal unless some compromise measure is 
substituted for the Sherman law that will 
recognize silver as a money metal—Cameron, 
Manderson, Perkins and Hansbrough. In 
addition to these the four Populists are op- 
posed to the repeal of the Sherman law— 
effer, Stewart, Allen and Kyle—Irby being 
accounted a Democrat. These are antagonists 
of the Administration from outside the Demo- 
cratic ranks. The Democratic Senators are 
divided, the majority being opposed to un- 
conditional repeal. Therefore, if Prest- 
dent OCleveland's position regardin 
the Sherman law is to sustaine 
it must be y the votes of the 
twenty-five Repulican Senators understood 
to be committed to repeal. Nowthey are 
confronted by this question: Shall they wait 
for the Democratic majority to agree upon a 
compromise or shall they suggest one, or 
shall 8 stand square for anconditional 
repea 
Between these lines of policy the Republi- 
cans are halting, but it is believed the ma- 
jority are also allowing the responsibility of 
meeting the situation to rest on the shoul- 
ders of the Democratic majority. 


RAILROADS AS OBJECTORS. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The bill which pro- 
vides that railroads operating in Cherokee 
Outlet shall establish stations at town sites 
established by the Secretary of the Interior 
will meet with opposition. The trouble, 
Delegate Fiynn says, is caused by the selec- 
tion made by Indians of allotments on sta- 
tions established by the rallroad companies, 
In several instances the companies 
have offered to buy the Indians 
out and turn the lands over to 
the Government for townsites. These offers 
have been refused and the Interior Depart- 
ment has established townsites from one to 
two miles distant from the stations origi- 
nally established by the railroads. The rail- 
roads claim that sites selected by the de- 
partmentarein many cases On rough and 
uneven ground which would put them to an 
expense of many thousands of dollars to 
grade for station purposes and side tracks. 
They demand a hearing. 


A PECULIAR SITUATION, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Senator Morgan has 
introduced a bill providing that when taxes, 
lawfully assessed and levied, are due to any 
State or municipality upon any property 
seized by the order of any United States 
Court, the State or municipality may pro- 
ceed to collect the taxes by sale in the same 
manner as if the property had remained in

PENSION INVESTIGATIONS. 


More Cases on the Rolls Than for Many 
‘ Years. 


Wasmoron/! D. C., Octs.7.—More cases are 
now under investigation by special examin- 
ers of the Pension Bureau than have con- 
fronted the special examination division of 
the bureau for a great many years. The to- 
tal number of cases for special investigation 
now pending is 16,800. This is an increase of 
2,299 over the number pending on July 1, the 
beginning of the present fiscaiyear. At that 
time the number of special examiners in the 
field was 160, and this number has now been 
increased to 219. The work of investigating 

ension cases is steadily increasing. ‘This is 
— to the fact that each year claims be- 
come more dimcult to establish because 
of death of witnesses or their failure to re- 
call facts or uncertainty about them. The 
number of field examiners has been reduved 
during the st four years. At the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year 1889 the number was 
254; in 1890, 280; in 1891, 198; im 1892, 114; in 1893, 
129, and in 1804, 160. During this period the 
number of pending cases for special investi- 


gation and the appropriation for the work on

FROM CANNON’S SOUTH. 


Executionet Sepoys by Order of Afg han- 
istan’s Ruler. 

OaLcuTra, Oct. 7.—Serious disturbances oc- 
curred at Cabul, the capital of Afghanistan, 
previous tothe arrival there of the mission 
under the command of Sir Mortimer Durand. 
The Assistant Commander-in-Chief, it ap- 
pears, abused a Sepoy of the Heriti Regi- 
ment, upon which the regiment became ter- 
ribly enraged, loaded their rifles and fred a 
volley, killing the Assistant Commander - in- 
Chief. A terrible disturbance followed. The 
mutinous Sepoys fied from Cabul, but were 
pursued and captured by the Ameer’s loyal 
troops. AnumbDer of the mutinous Sepoys 
were tried by court martial, and eleven of 
them were sentenced to be blown to pieces 
from field guns, which sentence was 
promptly carried out. All the troops at 
Cabul were thrown into a state of excitement 
by the execution of the eleven, and it was 
found necessary previous tothe arrival of 
the Durand mission to make all the Ameer’s 
troops swear on the Koran to behave well, in 
view of the coming of the British mission. 

But the disturbance does not seem to be at 
an end, as Gen. Faramus Khan has been ur- 
rested, and the Governor of Herat has been 
ordered to make further arrests.

BERLIN, Oct. 7.—Prince Bismarck left Kis- 
singen at 11:40 a, m. to-day. He was driven 
in an open carriage tothe railroad station, 
where a large crowd was gathered to greet 
the famous man of ‘‘blood and iron,’’ now 
so feeble and ill, The streets were decorated 
with flags and flowers.

It Is Said to Be the Safest Shelter in a 
Thunder Storm. 


Frem Paris Figaro. 

The danger of taking refuge under a tree 
when caugbtina thunder storm is one of 
which we are constantly reminded, but when 
we have to choose between getting wet 
through with its attendant discomfort and 
the (apparently) small chance of being struck 
by lightning while under the shelter of the 
tree, it is only natural that we should decide 
in favor of the latter. 

Under such circumstances it is of advant- 
age to know which is the best tree to choose 
for shelter. A certain Herr Wockeri tells us 
that we should select a tree, and gives 


us the following reason: 
It is always advisable to select those trees 


whose leaves are hairy or ciliated in prefer- 
ence to trees with smooth leaves. The dan-

They 
have allthe power necessary, and when 
they like, can exercise it by dictating a 
national policy. 

The trouble with the West is that 
hitherto it has not known its own mind. 
Most of the States have pursued a tradi- 
tional policy having no relation to the 
real interests of the people. The preju- 
dices bequeathed from war times have 
colored opinion. There has, til 
lately, been little real thinking on real 
public questions, As soon as the West 
gets together, makes up its mind what it 
wants and adoptea sensible, practicable 
national policy, free from the taint of 
lunacy, it can gain an ascendancy which 
will never be lost. Then sectionalism will 
disappear because a policy able to com- 
mand the respect of a majority must be 
democratic and contemplate the good of 
all sections,

THE bitterest memories of the Fair will 


remain with whatis called Chicago so- 
ciety.

THe filibustering in the Senate will have 
one good effect, perhaps in the long run 
worth all it costs.

Take the average business 
man who confines himself to business exclu- 
sively in the winter. By the time spring 
rolls around, he has made considera- 
ble. Then, when the race meeting is inau- 
gurated in his town, he wants a lit 
tle excitement and goes in for horse 
— in great shape. If he bas enough 
eftafter the meeting isover he takes his 
family to some summer resort and does not 
return home until fall. His bank account 
however is not what it was in the spring. an 
besides his business demands all of his time, 
so when the fall meeting is commenced, he 
seldom finds time to visit the track. Ihis 
same individual will be found at the races 
every day in the spring betting $50and $100 on 
every race, but in the fall, wnen he comes 
out, if he ever does, a $5 or $10 bet is about all 
he cares to risk. The difference between the 
springand summer meetings is something 
remarkable in this respect anditis com- 
mencing to affect the incomes of the different 
tracks, as many of the bookmakers who 
draw on in the spring, stay off in the fall. 
This means the loss of $100 per day for every 
one that does, to the track magnates.’’

BURLINGTON, Iq,, Oct. 7.—Marcellus Me- 
Gary of Memphis, Mo., is inthis city en- 
deavoring to interest capital in an air ship 
invented by him. The air ship is as yet in a 
state of embryo,’’ as Mr. McGary expresses 
it, but he hopesto provetothe people that 
he has solved, without doubt, the problem of 
grial navigation.
